Tbe GrousB Creek War aad tbe Duty 
of the Press. 



Givo bat timo and tho truth muet 
win. Tho victory may bo deferred, 
the contest miiy bo protracted, tbo 
end apparently aooertaioj bnt tbo 
result is sure. 'Were it othorwit^o, wo 
might well dospairof baraan progress, 
if thoro bo not in just prineiploa of 
conduot — if there bo not in truth and 
justioo 6onio element to give tbom tho 
Buporiority, what ground have wo for 
faith in tbo future ? Why should wo 
not resign oursolvoq to tho boiiof that 
the govornmenl of tho world is a 
chance ? Tho docision of Chief J us- 
tice Needham in the Grouso Creek 
oaseej furnlBhos an instanco in point. 
The Piamo Company, after undor-. 
going months of anxiety and incur- 
ring onormons oxpcnso, have boon 
confirmed in tbo possession of one oi 
tho richest strips of gold mining 
ground in tho trorld. Their chances 
appeared at first " Blim" indeed for 
' the recovery of their property, but 
^ possessing tbe conaciousncas of ulti- 
mate triumph, they were calm under 
temporary defeats and patiently 
awaited the final issue, Aside from 
tlie victory over which tho successful 
contestants to-day rejoice tho credit 
of the country and its ropatution for 
law and order wore at stake ; the 
Bocurity of capital invested in tbo 
Colony was involved in tho iisuo, and 
wo hesitate not to e^y that had tho 
trial resulted adversely for tho Flume 
Company the effect would have 
proved most disastrous to tho best 
interests of tho Colony. It is for this 
prinoiplo wo havo contended — and ii 
is in tho triumph of tho prinoiplo 
and not in tho discomfiture of tlio 
Canadian Company, that wo conaidor 
•we have cause for gratulalion. Wo 
are prepared to believe that every 
member of tbe Canadian Company 
conceived he was legally entitled to a 
share of the disputed ground. It is 
unnecessary to review acts, thut 
are bo fresii in tho minds of tho poo* 
pie.' Vain repetitions of the errors 
in their conduct do not become less 
vain if they aro a thuaand times re- 
peated. The Canadian Co i pany 
believed thoy were lighting a gooii 
fight, and we really rodpuct a delusion 
wo cannot share. The sight of a goou 
man struggling witli adveroity is liuld 
is contain all the elements of tragody; 
but it ia not half so triigio ua that of 
a fiincore man hopelc-jsly entangled 
in the false conclusions of hia own 
reason, and wo cannot help tliinkia',' 
that had tho disinlorestod voice of tho 
.only representative of tho " fourth 
estate" at tho mines been raised in ro^^ 
monstranco— that if tho Canadian 
Company had been shown tho un- 
sound and unstable ground on wbiob 
thoy stood— that if tho simple truth 
had boon laid before them through 
tbe medium of their local paper, 
it would not have been possible for tbem 
to have misapprehended. But instead of 
iiistnictiiig tho miners wherein they were 
wroiijj', iiiid exhorting them to pause and 
reflect before engaging in a filriigjjlo so 
hopeless and so certain t') end in disasicr, 
the Sentinel on tho wutuh-tower failed to 
Bound the aluriii, and ihc iiuhajipy result,.^ 
are before the coiinti'y. \Yc say this in 
all kindness. ^Yo entertain fiielings of 
warm ro.s[)ecL and cstei'iii for our contenr 
porary ; and those feelings prompt us to 
Bay that to its painful want of manly in- 
depciuk'iico in the late crisis may bu ats 
tributed tho prolongation of tho straggle, 
and tho pecuniary ruin of more than one 
victim to a false conception of duty and a 
mistokon sensd of right. So far as our 
own course is concoruod, wo may have 
boon sevcro in some of our strictures ; wo 
may havo misjudged some of the ants of 
tbe Canadian Company and nnwitliugly 
misrepresontod others. If wo have failed 
to do them full justice, no one will rogrot 
that failure more than oursolros. We havo, 
at any rate, tried to do our duty— to show 



the losing parties what the result has 
proven was their error—and to convince 
them that in' purauiog the course they did 
thojr.^WOTisi involving themselves in vex- 
ation i' trouble, e.xpenso and disaster,

Tho Grouse Creek Cases— The Deci- 
sion of Chief Jastiee Needliam. ^ 



QuESNELLE, Oct G, — Tho following is 
Judgo Neodham's decision : This ia an 
action uf ejeotmont Iriod by coosont o( bolh 
patties without a jary, to (Ictsrmino the title 
lo certain mining grouods sitaated on 
Grouse Creek, iu the district of Cariboo. 
The Bum of three (bousBud six huodred aod 
Bi.\ty eight dollata bod been paidioto court 
by tbo parties, and was to abide by the 
jadgroent of tbe conrt thereon. The material 
fuels proved arc as follows : It was ountend.) 
ed on behalf of tbe {plaintiffs that as free 
mioers they were eaWtled to eater aud Icoato 
the land under tho powers contained in the 
Mioiug Act aa vacant and ubaudoned land, 
QuJ tlmt ihey legally eflecled this by tho 
tnlry and record of tho claim on the 8th day 
ol October, ISGG. Uut proBuaiing the stops 
taken by the plaintitls formed a suffioiont 
ecmpliance with iLo Mining Act, which is 
open to doubt, I am of opinion that the land, 
the aobjeot of iooation, was neither vaoant 
Dor abandoned, nor was it the land of the 
Grown, but was expressly granted by tbe 
Crown to the dcfcDdants. I think Ibete was 
no iibandonmcDt nor intention of abandon- 
log ilin {^lound on the part of Ihe defendanls, 
nor indeed could there legally be so by sueh 
means and andcr such circamstances. It 
was conlondcd that the record of tho claim 
ou tho 8!h of October operated as a redem 
by the Crown t-3 the defendants, and that tbe 
defciulunts taking nc blops to defeat it work- 
ed a legal surreodor; but ii seems to mo that 
tbe aot of record ia tbe Uold Commifsioncr's 
court is the act of tb^ party and not an act 
of tbe Crcwn, and could have do snoh legal 
operalioo, nor can any eaob coastruotioa 
with propriety be pnt on Ihe cooduot of 
defendants. Secondly, it was oontended by 
the plainiiirs that tho derendonls had forfeited 
their leavo by non-oomplioncB with its eon- 
diiion, and tbe plaintiQs as free miners wero 
entitled to color and claim tbo land as for- 
fiiiied; but in my judgment Iba lease had 
only become liable to forfeiture, and had not 
in fact been forfeited, nor covid it be lorfeit- 
ed in any way but by the naoaus laid down 
in the proviso in that behalf contained in tho 
induLture, and these means had not been 
adopted. None but tbe Crown could entei 
on the terms granted, and tba crown took no 
steps whatever to forfeit the lease, but on the 
contrary iocKcated in tbe moat direct way 
that there never existed any iotention to do 
eo, by tho deed of 23id March, 1807. That 
deed contains a surrender by tho defendants 
at the request of tba Crown of a large portion 
of iho land previously granted, which is 
oonsisiont with tlio supposition of those 
lands being nt lint time vested in the orown 
by forfeiture. Moreover, tho Crown could 
not at any time by low waive the forfeiture 
and the deed ol 18C7 ia iu itflolf a waiver of 
llio moat distinct character. Again, tho as- 
r-iimption by the plaiotiQs Ibat the defon 
daats' lease bad become . .liable lo for- 
failure, and they as free miners wero on- 
titled to enter cannot be aapported in law. 
Tbe plaintiflfa are altogotber strangers to tbe 
lease and cculd biiye no tighla under or over 
it tho Crown as lessor could alone enter for 
condiliona brckon, or tho Crown could 
waive tho forfeiture at any time, and this it 
did by the new grant, by Ilia relca.-e of the 
covenants and by tbo accoptanca of rent. 
Noilbcr of tho above can be eupportod by 
law : hul failing on f" eso grounds Iho plain- 
tills btill contend that they a/o entitled to a 
portion of the land in queEliwn— 12 feat 2 
inches in width — as not having been in- 
eluded 10 tbe original grant to tho defen- 
dants. This raises a qaestion of bouodary 
and depends upoo Ihe value to be placed on 
tbe evideoce adduced. WitDOSseBhave been 
called upon on both aides , and by oansent ot 
the parties I am askod to decide the question 
of tho fact without the intervention of a jury. 
It is not necessary in this judgment to go 
tbrna;!;!! tho evidence in detail, and I abstain 
for obvious roasyiis from remarks on the 
value to -be placed on the tosliniony of in- 
dividual wiliiessas. Tho main struggle has 
uirned upon two points, namely — whether a 
post, called ''baker's slick," was on the east 
boundary of tho defaodunta' lond, ond 
whether it was a stake from which ibe 
dereDdaniB were entitled lo measure 50 feol 
on each side, or if the HetoD eapliog was tho 
true centre stake, and tbo oorreot date and 
point of mcasaremept, then it was admitted 
and indeed oonid not be denied that (he true 
boundary line was that claimed by tho dofen 
dantH. And Ibat thoy wero with the ex- 
ception presently to bo mentioned onlitlod to 
tho whole of the laud inc lading tho strip of 
lli feet 2 inchos in width. After a full nnd 
oireliil consideration nf the evideiica 1 have 
arrive I at the conviction that tho defendants 
aro right in their intention, nnd that tbe 
Heron sapling or tho point where that eap- 
line stood • ia Iho true date and point, and 
that that stake was placed there in 1864 as 
Iho centre stake ; hot then It is oontended by 
the plaintifi°a that even msasaring from this 
stake 60 feet on the east sido the delendanlB' 
boucdary weald fall short of tbe whole 12 
feel 2 inohoB by soino two foot, Bat to my 
mind this is a refiuemoni for Ihe measure- 
ment whiuh neither tho oircumstanoes admit 
of nor Iho facta juelify. Tho dofondanta 
hive ohvaya been in possession of this 
grcund as pari of their graoi; tho adjoining 
owners claim up to tho defendants' bouni 
dury, and havo never claimed this, ond there 
seems no roasonablo ground for supposing 
that a strip of two foot should be left unop- 
propriatod between two adjoining owners, 
no suoh pieoe has been staked out or been 



recorded by the plaintiffs in the Gold Com- 
missioner'a court, nor can I find that tbe 
plaintiffs nntil this trial over sol up such a 
claim, I cannot bat look upon this claim aa 
imaginary and an afterthought. I am of 
opinion that tho whole ol tho land belongs 
to tho defendants on tho east aide up to tho 
line of tbo Blaok Hawk and Heron claim, or 
in other words Ibas tbe whole 12 feet 2 loohes 
ia included in* the defen^anlB* boanclary. 
There i-will b^jadgment'fortha defendants 
Bcourdibgly,' and they' will be entitled to an 
order in their favor for the money now in 
court. 



IVo Prospects of an Entente Cordiale 
Between the Holy See and Italy. 

[From the" Journal dos Dobata" or Angust &th.] 
Althouffb eight months have now 
elapsed since the French ooonpation 
ceased in Borne, thoro appears but 
littlo hopo of an understanding botwoon 
tho Iloly Seo and Italy. Tho lattor 
Power has made every advance, bus 
renewed efibrt after effort, but all in 
vain. Is there a bettor chance for the 
future ? We cannot see that there is ; 
the very condtWocxistendt of tho Pon- 
tifical State being a bar to cither 
yielding or improvement. As to a 
conciliation which I'aly, tho results of 
tho olforts made by the Italian Gov- 
ormenb are well known. The Ministry 
which had attempted them, was forced 
to rotiro when its endeavors wore 
clearly seen to bo fruitless, nnd all 
negotiations between I'loi'onco nnd 
iiomo had to bo broken off. Thoso 
oHsava at an accommodation it was 
that had kept tho ilomans in a statu 
of calm by giving them'soitio hopo. 
The Holy See has its reasons for evad- 
ing. By anathemas, oxcommunica-^ 
tionfi, and encyclical loltorg, it had 
interdicted itself beiorohand from any 
accord with Italy, and will not now 
rcvorso its previous decision. As to 
reforms, we havo ourselvs often ro- 
markod that it cannot give to its sub- 
jects rights and guarantoos without 
impairing that doctrine of infallibility, 
which, by confusion of powers, it has 
transplantcdinto its teinporul adminis- 
tration, It cannot givo liberties to 
its subjects without establishing with 
its own bands some separation boi 
tweon those two powers, the confounding 
of which is the very essence of its Gov- 
ernment. Eut whether the nntnre of 
things or the horror of progress condemns 
it not to grant anything, the result is the 
same ; and the Romans can now obtain 
reforms only by force. In France, during 
a solemn discussion, tho Minister of State 
said, ''The cause of the evil arises from 
the condition of the Roman populations 
and the voices of the Government which 
has embittered or provoked them." Uow 
can an end bo put to the cansc of the 
evif? Is it waiting patiently nntil it shall 
suit tho Holy Seo to suppress them ? 
The Romans have waited nnd uow all 
illusion is at an end. The truth must bo 
told ; the Holy See. by its immobilitr, 
necessary or not, rni.scs the Revohilioii- 
ary question, and in that cause there is 
danger of permanent conflict. It is true 
that nn illustrious French Bishop is 
.sjioken of ns the future sncccssor of Pins 
IA'. I3y abandoning tho banks of tho 
liOiro for those of the Tiber, he would be 
changing tho aiitrc for the tiara. Sup^ 
posing that this rumor, added to so many 
others, bad some foundation, we cauuot 
say whether the expectation of so extra- 
ordinary an event will renew the lease of 
patience of the Romans. 

Paris. 



Paris, if never before, merits this sum- 
mer the epithet applied to it in the 
"Persian Letters'' — " that superb rival of 
tho City of the Sun." The Paris of 1SG7 
is one vast, gorgeous pageant — a paiiornina 
of civic splendor, worthy thus to l)e com- 
pared not only to "Ispahan," bat to all 
historic sites of spectacular mngnificcncc. 
How this holiday garb and dazzling pomp 
of the always gay French capital allVct 
difTerent observers is amusing enough. 
Foreigners, lost in wonder ond pleasure, 
declare Paris the natural home of all the 
human race, while Frenchmen, on tho 
other hand, jjolitely protest they are 
crowded by strangers ofl' from their own 
boulevards. Enthusiasts point out that 
Paris is entering on a now era of inagii> 
licence, while croakers havo lugubrious 
warnings of the luxury which mined 
Rome. The tradesmen are well content 
with the enormous wcaltli which Emper- 
ors, Kings and Princos by hnndred.s, and 
untitled visitors Ijy the millions, spend in 
their sojourn ; and they laui,'h at Iho 
clergymen who quote biblical te.Kls against, 
tbo modern Babylon. Meanwhile, all 
the world ebbs and flows through Paris. 
(So many nationalities, says our correspon- 
dent, " were, perhaps, never before seen 
assembled in one placo.'' 



A Marquis in Trouble. 

The Marquis of Wcstinoath has a 
friend, a 'leading Orangeman,' who fre- 
qnonts tho strangers' gallery of the 
House of Lords, which is immediately 
above the gallery in which the reporters 
sit.

the lIiu'Dii and Ont.irio sliiji cniiiil, i.s of 
tho iittno.st iiiijiortuncc to both (Jaimdi 
nnd the United Stntcs, Tlio former, n 
laiid grant road, i.s in prorrrcs.s oF con.slrnc 
tioii and wlicn comph'tial from St. Paul 
to Siiixjiiur cii.v, or Burliiiltl, \vill alVord 
an uiiternipted route to tnivol from the 
Oulf of .Mexico to the Gulf of St. Law 
reiico.

Marryat's IJojIiood. 

JIarryat ran awny to .'^ca at twelve 
years of age, so that at best his education 
must have been very limited. I remem- 
ber this story wliicli he himself told mo of 
his early Kchool days : " Tho vory first 
school I ever went to was one ke[it by an 
old dame. Tin-rc was a number of other 
boys there wdio were all vory good boys, 
hut Charlio Babbago nnd I were always 
tho scamps of the school.

The boys used 
to curry favor with Iter by being tlio first 
to bring in the daily eggs laid by two or 
three hens sin; Iccpt iir the garden. If a 
boy l)roiiglit in oiio egg he was apjirovcd 
of, but if he brought two, he was patted 
on tlie back and called 'good boy.' So 
Charlio and I agreed to get up very curly 
in the morning, before tho other boys, 
and abstract tlio eggs from the hens' 
nests; and then wc hid tlicin away in a 
hole in tho hedge. Tlio old dame was in 
a great state of mind at having no oggs 
day n'ter day ; and when her vexation 
had ciilininaj,ed, and all tho good boys 
were very lov/ in bar books, Charlio 15ali- 
bago and I made a discovery. ' Oh, 
iiKiiii I here's ever so many oggs in the 
hedge !' Thenceforth w6 wore tho prime 
favorites : and wheiiovcr oiir credit, waned 
a iVosli hoard of eggs was found, and aiit 
things straight.'' "What made you ta.ke 
to the seal"' 1 ii.iked. " i always had a 
f.incy for it," ho answered. "1 ran away 
from school twice, biii was pursued by ray 
I'atlior, discovered, captured tind brotigbt 
back again. 1 was bent upon going to 
sea ; hut that was not tho iinniciliati! 
cause of my niniiiiig away.'' lie looked 
lip laughingly, ur.d 1 asked, " Why 
"Because I didn't like having to wear my 

brother S 's brocclios. You boo, I 

camo just below Iiim, nnd, for tho sake of 
economy, my mother used to give mo liia 
oiilgrowa clothes. I could stand any- 
thing else, but I could not stand the 
breochos." 



Alountaia in Swif/erland Falling iutd 
a Valley . 

The following ia an extract of a letter 
sent by a ycung gentleman in Feldkircli, 
Switzerland, to his parents in Liverpool : 

" Not far from hero part of a mountain 
has set itself in motiop, and Is ' sliding 
down into the valley. The inhabitants of 
a village aro in great consternation at tho 
occurrence. Last winter we had very 
much snow aiul rain, and tho water has 
trickled down through all the crevices of 
tho mountain into tho ground. It has 
andermined tbe foundations in one part, 
and caused it to fall in about three weeks 
ago. Other pieces havo sinco followed 
this one. Every few minutes a new 
crack shows it.=clf ; at fir.^t as broad as a 
piece of tliread, it becomes gradually 
broader and broader, and one piece of tho 
mountain rapidly follows- another. At 
present a very largo surface is' in motion 
to the depth of perhaps moro than a thou- 
sand feet. A river and all the brooks 
which flowed dowiij the mountain havo 
disappeared in the cracks ; paths wliicli 
wero formerly nearly level havo been 
se])aratcd into little pieces, of which some 
aro twenty feet higher than tho next one, 
and thougli tho luouiitaiu was formerly 
covered with largo forests, thero is now 
scarcely a single tree on it in its natural 
po.Mtion. They Iiavo been wrenched out 
of tho earth and thrown away in all direc- 
tions, some of them lying with their roots 
in tho air and their heads in tho cracks in 
the raouutain.''

— It was 
formerly supposed that the relish with 
which certain savago tribes ato their ene- 
mies arose from tho gratification of the 
passion of revenge. ^Vithill the last few 
years, however, it has been clearly shown 
that some of the barbarian iiiun-eaters are 
realiy fond of human flesh for its own 
saLc — that they enjoy it as a civili/.cd 
opicnro enjoys turtle soup or venison. 
Yuiir Fcejee Islander now think's the 
greatest prai.sc he can bestow upon any 
edible is to say it is 'as tender as a dead 
man.' The Feejeaiis have plcity of pro- 
visions ; but they cousiucr 'long pig' — 
their pleasant name for human Qcsh — 
much finer than pork, beef or mutton. 

A modern traveler tells ns that one of 
tlic-e chiefs— the head man of llaki-llaki 
— is said, in the course of his luxurious 
life, to have eaten nine hundred persons 1 
It is also stated that your Fecjean, us a 
rule, relishes his ' long pig' most when it 
has been roasted alive I The New Zoa- 
laiiders, on the other hand, do not con- 
saler man's llesh as a delicacy, but eat 
dead heroes and 'wise men' (whether 
they have been friends or enemies makes 
no diHerence), with the idea that they 
inibibo the valor and intellectual qualities 
of the deceased, during the process. The 
' noblo savage ' of Terra del Fiiego never 
eats any of his own peojile, except when 
other meat is remarkably scarce, altliongli 
always ready 'to take in' the ship- 
wrecked stranger. In severe winters, if 
we are to believe Admiral Fitzroy, the 
'I'erra del Fnogons, 'when they can obtain 
no other food, take tho oldest woman of 
their parly, hold her head over a thick 
smoke made by burning green wood, and, 
[lincliii'.g her throiit, choke her;' after 
which she is served up to her friends. 

The barbarians, on being asked wliy 
they did not eat their dogs instead of 
their old ladiec, naively answered that 
their dogs caught otters, but their vener-. 
able grandmothers nnd aunts did not. 
Probably a majority of even the lowest 
order of savages prefers lish and yams to 
luitnan flesh ; but it is nevertheleas true 
that there aro several tribes in Austra-* 
lasia, A.frica, and the South Sea Islands 
that actually hanker after it.

The Overland Stage RonnuD. — The 
Virginia J'hitiTprise. of Sejiiember 7th 
gives the following particulars of a late 
robbery of the Overland stago in 
Nevada : 

The Overland stage which left hero 
yesterday for Austin, was stopped and 
robbed in the afternoon at Desert Wells 

Station, IG miles from this city, by three 
men, wearing masks and armed with 
double barreled shotguns. It appears, 
from the best account wo are able to 
obtain, that the three robbers came to the 
station about half past 1 o'clock, and 
leviliiig their guns on tho cook and host- 
ler, t'lie only [ler.sons about tlio place, com- 
pelled them to submit to have their hands 
and feet tied. After lying tho two young 
men, who wero in the barn when captured 
they stowed thoin away in a granary for 
safe keeping, and then placed themselves 
on tie lookout for llie.stngo. About 2 
o'clock the stage drtive up to tho barn 
and stopped, when the, loader of the rob- 
ber.s stepped out, and leveling his gun on 
t!ie driver, Halily (jrecn, told him to get 
down from bis seat. When he came 
down the loader tied biin hand and foot, 
while his partners kept their guns upon 
ibo passengers, eight in number, trltbin 
tho coach. Having secured Bnldy, the 
passengers were rerpiested to come out 
one at tho timo ; and in turn were all 
securely lied with cords taken from hales 
of buy. 'i'liity thiMi iirnceedod to go 
through the passengers for their valuables 
and getting out the treusure-box — a 
wooden affair— and split it opon with an 
nx. What they may have obtained from tho 
passengers is unknown ; Init they wero 
(loubiless sailly disappointed when thoy 
got ilie treasure box open, for it contain- 
ed no money at all. They kept the stago 
at tho BtatioQ (yith tbe driver and all 
bands tied, from 2 nntil 5 J o'clock, when 
they mitied the hostler and caused him to 
hiu iicss the horses to tho stage, when they 
[ilaced the passengers iiisido, and releas- 
ing IJaldy, told him lo drive oil'. When 
tho Biago was gone they again boiiud the 
hostler and put bim back in his old quar- 
ters Each robber then selected a horse 
from the stock of tho Overland Oompaiiy, 
and taking blankets from tbo bod of tho
